Five  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  students  were  re¬ 
cently  arrested  in  connection 
with  the  theft  and  fraudulent 
use  of  two  credit  cards  stolen 
from  the  Hanson  Recreation 
Center. 

Terrance  Shephard 
and  Leonard  Holmes  are 
charged  with  two  counts  each 
of  forgery,  two  counts  of  fraud 
and  two  counts  of  theft. 

Eddie  Vann  Jr.  and 
Harry  Perry  and  Reginald  G. 
Edwards  are  each  charged 
with  receiving  stolen  prop¬ 
erty. 

All  five  students  have 
been  released  on  bail  and  are 
back  on  campus. 

According  to  Ernest 
Watson,  director  of  Safety  and 
Security  and  also  the  head  of . 
an  internal  investigation  re¬ 
garding  this  case,  the  two 


credit  cards  were  taken  from 
coats  hung  on  a  coat  rack  in 
the  Rec  Center  in  late  January. 

Both  cards  belonged  to 
“members  of  the  College  com¬ 
munity,”  said  Watson. 

The  stolen  credit  cards 
were  used  at  the  Rensselaer 
Wal-Mart  to  make  several  pur¬ 
chases  totaling  over  $1,400. 
There  were  27  items  purchased 
on  the  two  stolen  cards. 

The  purchases  in¬ 
cluded  a  Sanyo  TV,  an 
Emerson  VCR,  two  Uniden 
cordless"  telephones,  a  Bell 
cordless  telephone,  a  Super 
Nintendo  Entertainment  Sys¬ 
tem,  a  Sony  CD  player  and 
several  jewelry  and  clothing 
items. 

Almost  90  percent  of 
the  stolen  merchandise  was  re¬ 
covered  in  SJC  residence  halls. 

The  College  is  con¬ 
ducting  its  own  investigation 


regarding  this  case. 

Watson  is  unsure  as  to 
what  the  campus  repercus¬ 
sions  will  be. 

He  stated  that  there 
may  be  possible  disciplinary 
actions  undertaken  by  College 
authorities. 

Watson  said  that  while 
the  illegal  activity  took  place 
off  campus,  the  College  was 
still  affected. 

Jasper  County  Police 
were  notified  by  the  first  vic¬ 
tim  on  Jan.  30  when  that  per¬ 
son  noticed  that  the  credit  card 
was  missing. 

During  a  local  inves¬ 
tigation,  an  unusually  high 
number  of  charges  at  Wal- 
Mart  were  also  discovered  on 
a  second  credit  card. 

The  second  victim  did 
not  know  that  the  card  had 
been  stolen  until  police  ques¬ 
tioned  the  victim.

Chattin  begins  to  organize 
Africa  trip  for  students

A  group  of  students 
from  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
are  planning  a  trip  to  Western 
Africa  for  the  beginning  of 
the  summer.  Susan  Chattin  is 
coordinating  the  trip  and  it  is 
open  to  any  student  who 
would  like  to  go. 

The  destination  is  un¬ 
decided  upon  as  of  now,  but 
the  two  choices  are  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  Senegal  or  the  Ivory 
Coast.  The  decision  will  be 
made  soon  based  upon  price 
comparisons  and  interest  of 
the  students  going.  The  dates 
will  be  approximately  the  last 
ten  to  fourteen  days  of  June, 
at  the  end  of  spring  session. 

There  are  six  students 
currently  planning  on  going. 
Chattin  said  that  ideally  there 
will  be  nine  or  ten  students 
for  the  trip. 

The  idea  for  the  trip 
came  from  Core  Seven  and 


Core  Eight  students  who  were 
interested  in  seeing  first  hand 
what  they  were  studying  about 
Africa.  There  will  not  be  a 
particular  discipline  focused 
upon  during  the  trip.  A  broad 
range  of  appeals  is  being 
planned  for.  Likely,  visits 
will  be  to  local  universities, 
Christian  missionaries,  rural 
areas  and  the  state  capitol. 

The  group  will  stay  in 
tourist  class  hotels,  since  the 
primary  concern  will  be  a 
healthy  environment.  Local 
culture  will  also  experienced. 
The  cost  of  the  trip  is  not 
definite  as  of  now,  but  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  around  $1500. 
This  will  include  airfare,  lodg¬ 
ing  and  hopefully  one  meal  a 
day  at  the  hotel.

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Student  Senate  Brief

At  the  last  Student 
Senate  meeting,  President 
Eric  McKeown  reaffirmed  his 
campaign  promise  to  hold  an 
all-campus  forum.  The  de¬ 
tails  are  not  finalized  yet,  but 
McKeown  believes  that  the 
forum  will  take  place  soon. 

McKeown  also  men¬ 
tioned  that  the  former  Byers 
Administration  contacted  the 
Senate  about  donating  two 
podiums,  which  would  cost 
$10,000,  to  the  new  Banet 
Core  Facility. 

SA  Vice-President 
Bill  Pearson  reported  that  his 
campaign  promise  of  investi¬ 
gating  the  visitation  rules  is 
moving  along  fine. 

Mike  Tackett,  a  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Academic 
Cabinet,  reported  that  the 
Academic  Cabinet  decided 
to  offer  an  Athletic  Training 
minor,  pass  the  academic  cal¬ 
endar  and  approve  a  revision 


of  the  course  numbers.  The 
new  system  would  differenti¬ 
ate  between  upper  level  and 
lower  level  courses. 

In  new  business,  the 
Student  Senate  passed  an 
amended  form  of  McKeown’s 
proposal  concerning  manda¬ 
tory  dorm  meetings. 

An  amendment  to  the 
proposal  removed  a  penalty 
clause;  the  approved  proposal 
only  requires  the  dorm  gov¬ 
ernment  to  hold  a  meeting. 

McKeown  also  an¬ 
nounced  that  he  would  rec¬ 
ommend  that  the  Student  Life 
Committee  approve  the  swipe 
card  security  system. 

The  meeting  ended  in 
a  discussion  of  outside  police 
agencies  on  Saint  Joseph’s 
Campus.  Two  active  investi¬ 
gations  are  being  held  on  cam¬ 
pus  by  two  separate  authori¬ 
ties.  The  Indiana  State  Police 
and  the  local  police  are  inves¬ 
tigating  two  alleged  rapes.

ber  of  students  were  under 
the  impression  that  all  of  the 
extra  money  would  go  toward 
decorations,  food,  drinks,  and 
sets  of  wine  glasses  which 
were  given  to  the  first  fifty 
couples  who  bought  dance 
tickets.  According  to  Halas 
senator  Lisa  Curley,  the  wine 
glasses  cost  approximately 
$950. 

Halas  governor 
Sondra  Green  said,  “The  main 
reason  for  the  increase  in 
ticket  prices  was  that  the  cost 
of  everything  went  up.” 

Justin  governor  Tori 
Crockett  felt  that  the  biggest 
concern  was  that,  “If  the 
dorms  were  going  to  spend  a 
lot  of  money,  we  want  to  get 
that  money  back.” 

Curley  stated,  “In  pre¬ 


vious  years,  we  have  either 
lost  money  or  just  barely  bro¬ 
ken  even,”  from  the  dance. 

The  organizers  felt 
that  raising  the  ticket  cost 
seemed  to  be  the  most  rea¬ 
sonable  and  responsible  thing 
to  do.  The  increased  cost 
assured  that  no  one  else  was 
left  to  foot  the  rest  of  the  bill 

The  dance  ended  up 
making  money  for  the 
women's  dorms  rather  than 
putting  them  in  debt.  Halas 
Hall  alone  made  $  1 200  from 
the  dance.  Now,  two  months

Think  back  to  Rensselaer  about 
a  year  and  half  ago  and  to  the  fact  that 
there  wasn’t  a  Wal-Mart  across  the  street. 
How  did  Saint  Joseph’s  students  manage 
to  get  all  their  shopping  done?  Well,  be¬ 
fore  this  corporate  monster  invaded 
Rensselaer,  students  and  the  local  com¬ 
munity  shopped  at  the  small,  indepen¬ 
dently  owned  stores  in  town. 

Just  take  one  look  around  you 
and  you  can  see  the  impact  that  Wal-Mart 
has  had  on  this  community.  Pamida  and 
several  other  stores  in  town,  especially 
the  dowr  town  area,  have  been  forced  out 
of  business  leaving  empty  store  space. 

Wal-Mart  generates  about  $67 
billion  in  annual  sales  and  has  more  than 
2,000  stores.  There  is  a  Wal-Mart  grand¬ 
opening  somewhere  in  our  nation  almost 
every  other  day  and  they  are  now  mov¬ 
ing  into  Canada.  Wal-Mart  claims  that  it 
jenefits  the  communities  that  it  invades, 
but  since  when  is  job  loss  and  vacant  re¬ 
tail  space  in  communities  beneficial? 
(One  can  say  that  Wal-Mart  has  provided 
jobs,  but  since  when  is  minimum  wage 
enough  to  live  on?) 

Now  that  we  have  no  other  place 
to  shop,  we  HAVE  to  shop  at  Wal-Mart. 
We  have  the  choice  of  driving  to 
Lafayette  or  Merillville,  but  who  wants 
to  drive  that  far  for  shampoo  and  condi¬ 
tioner? 

Wal-Mart  has  created  a  mo¬ 
nopoly  in  Rensselaer;  they  don't  have  to 
worry  about  satisfying  the  customer  any¬ 
more.  Becasue  where  else  are  the  cus¬ 
tomers  going  to  go? 

They  have  wiped  out  their  com¬ 
petitors  leaving  us  with  no  other  place  to 


shop  but  Wal-mart.  A  famous  tactic  Wal 
Mart  uses  in  driving  out  the  competition 
is  by  undercutting  prices.  Which  means 
that  Wal-Mart  will  take  a  loss,  for  the  time 
being.  A  case  in  Arkansas  that  made 
national  headlines  was  that  several  inde¬ 
pendent  pharmacies  sued  Wal-Mart  for 
predatory  pricing  and  won. 

Sophomore  Brian  Zimmer  is 
from  a  small  town  named  Trinidad,  in 
Colorado,  which  is  about  the  same  size 
as  Rensselaer.  "I  see  a  lot  of  similarities 
between  Rensselaer  and  Trinidad.  Wal- 
Mart  decided  to  locate  a  couple  miles 
from  the  downtown  area,  leaving  the  lo¬ 
cal  business  to  stand  on  their  own."  Over 
Christmas,  Zimmer  went  back  home  to 
Trinidad  only  to  see  a  lot  of  small  stores 
put  out  of  business. 

"The  center  of  town  is  now  2 
miles  north  of  town-which  is  where  the 
Wal-Mart  is  located. ..I  see  the  same  thing 
happening  to  Rensselaer,  said  Zimmer, 
"it's  fine  for  SJC  students  because  it's 
right  across  the  street,  but  Rensselear  is 
losing  a  nice  downtown." 

Senior  Mary  Quasney  feels  that 
“the  small  town  atmosphere  is  gone 
[from  Rensselaer],  Quasney  likes  going 
to  different  stores  for  different  things,  but 
now  the  only  choice  is  the  tacky  red  and 
blue  striped  Wal-mart. 

Zimmer  stated,  "I  think  we  need 
to  be  aware  of  what  Wal-Mart  is  doing 
to  our  small  towns  and  I  hate  to  see 
Rensselaer  become  another  statistic  like 
Trinidad  [though  it  may  be  too  late]." 

Of  course,  we  students  can't  pick 
and  choose  where  we  shop  since  we  ARE 
a  tad  bit  limited.  But,  is  it  fair  for  big 
businesses  to  invade  small  towns  and  not 
cooperate  with  the  community?

Ernest  Watson  was  his 
usual  charismatic  self  last 
week  as  he  spoke  enthusiasti¬ 
cally  about  his  women’s  softball 
team  and  their  upcoming  sea¬ 
son,  which  opens  March  1  at 
home  against  Indianapolis.  Some 
might  find  this  upbeat  attitude 
from  the  coach  surprising,  con¬ 
sidering  the  team  is  coming  off 
a  disappointing  8-21  season 
last  year,  but  Watson  is  very  op¬ 
timistic  about  his  team’s 
chances. 

“Practice  has  been 
great,”  Watson  said  last  week.

Soccer  teams  play  in  tournaments

The  men’s  and 
women’s  soccer  teams  will  be 
participating  in  two  indoor 
tournaments  during  the  month 
of  February.  The  SJC  teams 
will  be  hosting  a  tournament 
in  Rensselaer,  and  they  will 
also  be  competing  in  Chicago. 

There  will  be  three 
men’s  and  two  women’ steams 
going  to  the  Rensselaer  tour¬ 
nament.  The  women  play  on 
February  1 8,  and  the  men  play 


on  February  19.  Only  one 
team  from  the  men’s  and 
women’s  divisions  will  see 
action  at  the  Chicago  tourna¬ 
ment,  and  that  will  be  played 
on  February  25. 

The  format  for  both 
tournaments  will  be  a  “Round 
Robin”  style  of  elimination. 
This  means  that  each  team 
will  play  three  preliminary 
games,  and  the  team  will  gain 
points  according  to  the  out¬ 


come  of  the  game.  The  team 
receives  three  points  for  a  win, 
one  point  for  a  tie,  and  no 
points  for  a  loss.  The  top  two 
teams  from  each  division 
advance  to  the  semifinal 
round. 

Head  Coach  Mike 
Minelle  believes  that  all  of  his 
teams  have  very  good  chances 
of  winning.  He  is  particularly 
hopeful  for  the  women’s 
chances  at  the  Rensselaer  tour¬ 


nament,  and  he  explained  that 
conference  rivals  IPFW  (Indi- 
ana-Purdue  University  at  Fort 
Wayne)  and  Bellarmine  will 
be  strong  competition  for  the 
men  in  Rensselaer. 

The  Pumas  will  face 
many  Division  I  teams  in 
Chicago,  which  does  not 
bother  Minelle  who  realizes 
the  need  for  these  competi¬ 
tions  in  order  to  improve  his 
team's  abilities.

With  four  games  remain¬ 
ing  for  the  Lady  Puma  Basketball 
team  and  three  for  the  men,  both 
teams  hope  to  end  the  season  on  a 
positive  note. 

The  women  have  a  current 
record  of  16-7  after  defeating  Ash¬ 
land  and  Indiana-Purdue  Univ.  at 
Fort  Wayne  with  respective  scores 
of  86-81  and84-81.  They  are  12-3 
in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley  Confer¬ 
ence,  which  puts  them  in  conten¬ 
tion  for  the  NCAA  Division  II 
tournament.  They  are  presently

Another  exciting  fact  is 
Senior  Lori  Hissong  being  ranked 
ninth  in  the  nation  in  free  throw 
shooting  percentage.  She  also  leads 
the  team  in  three-point  shooting, 
and  just  last  week  was  named 
GL  V  A  Co-Play  er  of  the  Week  after 
a  caareer  high  34  points  against 
EPFW.  Senior  Stacie  Shepard  is 
the  team's  leading  rebounder.  Jun¬ 


ior  Mindy  Laffoon  has  also  been  a 
pleasant  surprise  to  the  team’s  suc¬ 
cess. 

“Mindy  has  scored  in  double 
figures  the  past  five  games.  We 
expect  our  seniors  to  score,  but  Laf¬ 
foon  has  been  a  scoring  monster 
lately,”  Curiel  said. 

“It  is  always  nice  because 
somebody  always  steps  up.  The 
other  teams  can’t  key  on  one  of  our 
players  because  we  are  multi¬ 
talented,”  Curiel  noted. 

The  men’s  program  is  fo¬ 
cused  on  finishing  the  season  with 
consistent  improvement.  The  post¬ 
season  tournament  is  out  of  the 
question  due  to  a  10-14  record  for 
the  regular  season  and  4-11  in  the 


conference.  “This 

has  been  an  unfortunate  year  for  us. 
One  bad  thing  after  the  next  has 
been  happening.  Sometimes  we 
only  have  nine  guys  at  practice  and 
that  calls  for  us  coaches  to  play,” 
Assistant  Coach  John  Pigatti  said. 
“Injuries  have  also  hampered  our 
season.  Jim  Crawford  had  pneumo¬ 
nia  for  a  month,  Roger  Fry  tore  his 
ACL,  and  Kevin  Denson  broke  his 
hand  in  December.” 

In  recent  action,  the  Pumas, 
playing  without  Senior  Harry  Perry 
and  Junior  Rod  Baily,  lost  a  heart 
breaker  in  overtime  to  Kentucky 
State  69-64.  On  a  more  positive 
note,  the  team  defeated  Bellarmine 
58-52  in  front  of  an  enthusiastic 


crowd  of  1250  fans.  Junior  Kevin 
Denson  led  Saint  Joseph's  in  scor¬ 
ing  and  rebounding. 

A  tremendous  asset  to  the 
team  has  been  Ball  State  Univer¬ 
sity  transfer  Jeremy  Crittendon. 

“Jeremy  is  doing  every¬ 
thing  we  expected  of  him  and 
more.  He  has  been  a  great  ad¬ 
dition  to  our  program  with  his  • 
toughness,  enthusiasm,  and  com¬ 
petitiveness,”  Pigatti  said.
